Mme. Calillaux Collapses. 

Mme. Henriette Caillaux, soon after 
she was brought in court today for 
the sixth day’s session of her trial on a 
charge of murdering Gaston Calmette, 
collapsed when the reading began of the 
letters handed in by Mme. Gueydan. She 
was carried insensible from the court. 

The sitting of the court immediately 
suspended amid great uproar. As soon 
as ‘the court had opened today, Maitre 
Labori began reading some of the Guey- 
dan letters. He remarked when he took 
up the second one: 

“In this you will find burning love, 
hut nothing Indecent, as common rumor 
has reported.“ 

In the letter M. Caillaux, writing to 
the present Mme. Caillaux, before his 
divorce from Mme. Gueydan, referred 
to the happiness he would feel when he 
could press a million kisses over your 
dear body.“ 

While the reading was going on Mme. 
Caillaux was crying bitterly. Her sobs 
could be heard all over the courtroom. 
Then, with a sigh, she fell prostrate to 
the floor. Two guards carried her out 
of the chamber. 

Letters Not Ones Supposed. 

The letters read in court were not, as 
had been generally assumed, those 
which were thought to have been in 
the hands of the assassinated editor, 
and the threat of whose publication was 
understood to have driven Mme. Cail- 
laux to commit the crime. 

Mme. Caillaux was laid upon a 8 
in an anteroom, where she was sur- 
rounded by doctors. A guard took off 
his tunic and made a pillow for her. 

The physicians, who had thought she 
was suffering merely from a passing 
fainting spell, decided, when she re- 
mained unconscious, to give her a hypo- 
dermic injection of ether. 

Mme. Caillaux appeared to have broke 
en down completely, and was breathing 
with difficulty, and her condition was 
so serious that her husband was called 
to her side. 

Missives Deeply Affectionate. © 

The letters which caused her collapse 
were written in the second person singu- 
lar, indicating the closest friendship. 
The first of them said: 


diminutive for Henriette)—When I met 
thee I felt the impulsion of all my be- 
ing toward thee. I was unhappy. I 
was humiliated and wounded. I threw 
myself towards thee with a furious 
Passion. With splendid courage thou 
hast reconquered thy liberty, asking of 
me but one promise—to give thee my 
love.

While this portion of the letter was 
being read Mme. Caillaux disappeared 
behind the side of the prisoner’s inclo- 
sure, and her crouched body was shak- 
en with nervous tremors.

James D. Richardson, Ex-Con- 
gressman From Tennessee, 


Succumbs at Age of 71. 
MURFREESBORO, Tenn., July 5.— 
Ex-Congressman James D. Richardson, 
Sovereign Grard Commander Scottish 
Kite Masons, Southern jurisdiction, died 
this afternoon at his home here.

The reduction company contracted to 
erect an odorless plant at least one 
mile beyond the city limits, and the 
board, with the approval of the Mayor, 
has power to cancel the contract for 
failure to fulfill this obligation. The 
contract runs until 1918, and the com- 
pany maintains a cash deposit of 810, - 
000 and a bond of $50,000 to secure the 
city against loss or damage. 

Until the contract is canceled,” said 
Kinsey, the city will dispose of its 
garbage by dumping it in the river sev- 
eral miles below the city limits, and will 
bear the expense up to the contract 
price of 87 cents per ton, which it 
agreed to pay the Indiana Reduction 
Co. If the cost exceeds 87 cents a ton, 
the difference will be charged to the 
contractor and collected from the cash 
deposit of $10,000, and the en dond 
furnished by the company.’

“THE CHANGING ORDER.” 
URING the time George W. 
D Wickersham was Attorney 
General of the United States 
he was called upon frequently for 
public addresses. He has touched in 
these addresses very many important 
problems of the day. They have now 
been collected in a book under the 
title “The Changing Order.” The 
work represents the thought of a 
statesman during a period of read- 
justment. 

In this book the author touches 
upon almost all national problems. 
He brings a great deal of thought to 
bear on these problems. But, like a 
lawyer, he constantly looks at the 
problems through the eyes of the 
past rather than through the eyes of 
the future. He intimates that all 
those who preach new doctrines ot 
economics or government are either 
demagogues or near demagogues. 
There is a great deal of the “stand- 
patter” about him. He objects stren- 
uously to practically all new meth- 
ods of strengthening popular govern- 
ment. 

The viéw he expresses is necessary, 
however, in an age when we are in- 
clined to travel too fast and perhaps 
a bit too far. Such utterances serve 
as a sort of ballast. 


The one great error in the utter- 
ances is the constant reiteration of 
the thought that things that have 
stood the test of time must neces- 
sarily have remained good and bene- 
ficial. ‘ As a matter of fact, a thing 
may have been eminently beneficial 
and satisfactory at one time and for 
a period of years, but may become 
less benefictal or even harmful as the 
years go by. New times, require new 
measures. It is a pity that a man 
like Mr. Wickersham cannot come to 
see this truth. As far as the “test 
of time” argument goes, tyrannical 
systems of government have existed 
before the republican form, in more 
countries and over longer periods ot 
time. Are these forms better than

William F. McCombs gave President Wilson 
good advice when he counseled him to keep his 
hands off the New York and Illinois political 
rene. 

This advice may be applied with equal wisdom 
to all state and local politics which concern only 
the people of a state of a municipality. It is rare 
that a President is justified in touching local po- 
litical contests or local issues. ‘Only when a local 
contest involves national questions of vital con- 
cer or when it may directly affect the national 
administration or the success of policies neces- 
sary to the public welfare is there reasonable 
grounds for a President to express his opinion or 
otherwise legitimately throw the weight of ad- 
ministration influence into local politics. 

The administration weakens itself by dipping 
into state and municipal affairs which should be 
managed by the local people. It angers the voters 
who have a right to settle their local problems 
and to choose their candidates. The local voters 
know their problems and their candidates better 
than the President and his advisers can know 
them. They resent interference and have a right 
to resent it. 

As a rule, administration interference is the 
result of the influence of men who have local 
axes to grind and who mislead the President and 
his advisers to serve their own personal ends. 
Frequently representatives of interests dupe the 


jadministration into pulling their local chestnuts 


out of the fire. In either case the result invari- 


jably brings the administration into discredit and 


alienates honest supporters. | 

The principle of non-interference on the part 
of the national administration in local politics is 
as clear and sound as the principle of non-inter- 
ference on the part of the Federal Government 
in state affairs.

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DELAY IN OUR CIROUIT COURT. 
Here is an instance—one of many thousands— 
showing how our mildewed system of procedure 
in the Circuit Court favors delay. It forcibly 
illustrates the argument in support of the simple 
plan, urged on the Circuit Judges by the Bar As- 
sociation, to establish a central division of the 

Court charged with the duty of hearing motions, 

demurrers and pleas and bringing cases promptly 

to issue. The following letter was addressed to a 

Circuit Judge by_an eminent member of the bar: 

The case of Smith v. Jones Mfg. Co., in which 
I am counsel for the plaintiff, is pending in a 
divsion of the Circuit Court. I assign a fic- 
titious title to the cause, because I am mak- 
ing it the basis of a criticism, not of Judges, 
but of a system. The foregoing, by the way, is 
the only fletion in this communication; and 
the true title, number and division of the 
cause will be supplied on request. 

The action was begun December 20, 1913, 
returnable to the February term, 1914. The 
petition was in two counts—one claiming a re- 
covery of a dividend on shares in the defend- 
ant company; the other in assumpsit for goods 
sold and delivered. The writ was promptly 
served, and on February 4 the defendant was 
allowed 20 days within which to file an an- 
swer. On the 10th a demurrer was filed te 
the petition. I cannot recall when the next 
law day occurred, but I attended. Counsel 
for the defendant did not apear. Supposing 
that the demurrer had been filed in good faith, 

I permitted it to be passed. At the next 
succeeding law day I again appeared. Adverse 
coungel did not. I asked that the matter be 
taken as submitted, and on March 30 the de 
murrer was overruled. On April 2 defendant 
filed a motion to elect. At the first law day 
following I appeared, and as adverse counsel. 
did not, [asked that this motion be taken as 
submitted. It was overruled on April 27. On 
April 30 a motion to make the petition more 
definite and certain was filed. The cause had, 
in the meantime, been set for trial, and being 
desirous of bringing it to issue, if possible, 
on May 1, by leave, I struck out the entirely 
immaterial words in fhe petition, which the 
defendant sought to have made more definite 
and certain. On May 6 the defendant filed a 
motion to strike out the first count of the 
petition; and on the 12th the cause was con- 
tinued, because not at issue. On the 15th, after 
notice, I presented a motion to overrule, or 
strike from the files, this last motion, as be- 
ing interposed for delay. Counsel again did 
not appear. Court overruled the motion to 
strike out on that day. On May 19 the de- 
fendant filed a general denial-—being moved to 
answer at this time, doubtless because the 
June settings for this division had already 
been published, and its counse) felt no doubt 
that the case could not come to trial before 
October at least.
